The latest humorous productions of Brst 
Harto, Mark Twain, R- J. Burdotto, and 
Max Adlor will bo otlered him, -while if his 
taste should run to fiction ho will son cheap 
editions of Howolls, James, and othor wall- 
known American authors. Ono publishing

reached eighty-one numborj, and consists 
exclusively ot the writings ol Americans. 
{ [The boauty of tho now stylo of wood-on- 
graving brought to such porfoctlon by tho 
American magazines is universally rooog- 
nlied in England, and fa receiving the "sln- 
corest flattery™ of imitation. Harper's Mag- 
azine, Tho Century, St. Nicholas, and The 
Atlantic are now extensively advertised 
and sold throughout tho Unltod Kingdom. 
Lithographic "printing" for theatrical ad- 
vertising has boon brought to such great 
I»rfection in tho United States thatEagllsh 
managers aro now largely importing It. 
Two ot tho principal American firms now 
havo agencies in London, and ono in loss 
than six months is said to havo takou orders 
to tho oxtout of *90,000. 


IS THE SHOP WINDOW*. 


Tho scrutineer of shop widows will re- 


quire very little time to bo convinced of tho 
vast iucroaso that has occurred in tho last 
few years in tho importation ot American 
good^. Porliapj this is most noticeable in 
p-oceries. Chicago caunod beof and tongues, 
California and Columbia salmon. Now Eng- 
land lobsters, and New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore tomatoes, corn, pBuchos and 
pine-apples in tin, are stacked up la tbo 
windows In the most attractive manner. 
Nearly all thoso groceries doal in American 
candies, and thoro aro ouo or two bhops de- 
votod exclusively to thoso delicious but dys- 
peptic compounds. Amorican-mado ciprar- 
ittos wore not till recently allowed to bo 
imported into tbo United Kingdom, tho pro- 
hibition being grounded on alleged adulter- 
ation with opium and other deleterious 
drugs; but tho allegation bos boon proved 
unfounded, and now nearly ovory tobacco- 
nist oilers the principal brands at exactly 
double tho New York retail prices. 


After tobacco tho Inquirer's thoughts are 


most likely to drift "liquidward." His eyes 
will be greeted in many directions by tile 
sign, "American Drinks," which attracts 
the majority, while the abstainer may re- 
gale himself on "Icocroam Sodas," In tho 
growth of tbo use of ice American influence 
on London Is particularly marked. Five 
years ago it was only obtainable at a fow 
very expensive places; now it is kept at 
ovory respectable bar, and is supplied with- 
out oxtra charge, though tho bar-moid 
never thinks of putting Ice oven in a lemon- 
ade unless specially requaitod to do so.

Shortly ufter her 
marriage in 182-1, shi' inovo3 with bur 
husband and her father to Leonardsville
